HE troubles which theſe yeares by- 
one afflifed this Nation, and 
— which threatned both King 
domes, being apparently conclu- 
ded by capitulation at the borders, the 
Subjects of this Kingdome retur- 
ned from thence , not onely very contident to have 
enjoyed Peace among themſelvs by the Parliament 
and Aſſembly promiſed for ſetling of all diſorders a- 
riſen for the want of theſe, but alſo to have gained 
the Engliſh in a farther degree of 
cleared the calunmies laid to our charge,both by our 
carriage, and by diſcovering the Fountaines, whence 
the miſchiefe (then eſcaped) had flowed ; and un-

But our adverſaries abating nothing of their ma- 
lice and wickedneſſe, did then nftan:t/7 begin, and yet 
uly.continue, to broach new plets againſt us: and 
as they have already given us juſt cauſe of complyine, 
by procureing the breach of the caprtulaticn,andun- 
exampled railing of our;-Pax/iament,ſo do they labour 
to miſ=informe our Soveraigne againſt us, to alienate 
the Engliſſ from us, A yſon their eares with a= 
lunnies, as if our legall warrantable proceedings 
were ſeditious, and oùr ſoyall intentions were rebellious, 
and tended to the breach of Civill and Temporall obe- 
dience; which unjuſt aſþertion they ſowe throngh Eng- 
land by their emiſſaries , eſpecially by Papiſts, who 
are affrighted to lee the ſincerity of reformation both 
expell them out of Scotland, and approach ſo neare 
England: wherein they contend with double advan- 
tage, Firſt, their 1 coming from ſome few 
bad Patriots or corrupt Church-men , are beleeved a- 
gainſt the whole body of a Kingdome without any 
tryall; and the aſſertions of this State againſt them, or 
Juſtification of our ſelves and our proceedings , are not 
beleeved , although we have often peritiened for the 
Legall tryall of both. Next, they have acceſſe and full 
liberty to informe his Majeſty and Subjects there, and 


the ſtopping of paſſengers, packets, letters, and all ſuch 
— np. ce JT knowledge hf the rruth 
of our — and meaning, to Enginid; and 
procured a hard Proclamation for reſtmint of In- 
formations coming from Scotland ; ſo haverthey now 
againe renewed their former practiſe „ by og

the way of Letters unſafe , and by obtaining our 
Commiſfioners ſent from this Kingdome, in time 
of Parliament to informe his Majeſty, (and that upon 
expreſſe parrant of a letter ſent by his Majeſty to 
the Earle of Traquire his Commiſſioner, and ſhown 
to many of the Parliament) to be refuſed” his ſacred 
preſence and charged ſpeedily to depart OS 

eaſt the Engliſh might have received on 
by them: by this freedome to calumenate us, and by 
taking from us all meanes of clearing the tnth; they 
think themſelves able ſoon to roſleſſe his Majeſty 
and the Engliſh with prejudices and nuſinfurmati- 
ons, andſo by miſ-conceived opinion make a quarrell 
and enter the Nations in blood ; wherein they expect 
a two-fold benefit as they are of two ſorts : the one 
Church-men juſtly ejected from this Church, who 
being hopeleſſe to regaine their former condition, if 
all things rake a leg, faire, and orderly concluſion in 
Scotland, defpightfully labour to bring Church and 
State from whence they came, to confuſion , and to 
re-enter by force oft he Engliſh , which is a perilous 
and violent way , evidently indangering both King- 
domes , if being mutually weakned by bloody warre, 
they ſhall be powerfull invaded by Papiſts, who are 


like enough to * hold of the opporiunity: The o- 


ther are ſome evil Countrey- men, who either for 
their own ends, thinking to reape from the ruine of 
others, that which may better their owe condition, 
otherwiſe deſperate : Or being formerly intruſted 
with great Charges in this Kingdome, for eviti 

the challenges they have juſtly deſerved , and hardly eſ- 
caped, knowing that the 3 of old and addition of

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new giltineſſe, would ſoon cut them away, if once 
ſwaded by a warrant from the Court, and there - 
Be have not ſpared to kindle a fire in the Com- 
mon- weale to divert the deſerved overthrow of 
their owne houſe, upon confidence either to eſeape in 
the midſt of ſo great confuſton, or to obtaine place in 
that common parden , which ordinarily followeth 
yeconcilzation after great Nationall troubles. 

But we hope the Engliſh will not ſuffer them- 
{elves to be againe abuſed by theſc Impoſtors ; for 
the Engliſh Noble-men and others who were at 
the Camp , may remember that when they were 
rightly informed of our proceedings, and the reaſons 
thereof, and knew we craved onely to enjoy our N- 
Ligion and Lawes, they acknowledged that they had 
been ms{-informed , and regraited the idle and unne- 
ceſiary waſt of ſo much time and money upon ſuch (i. 
miſter Information and unhappy miſtake > which had 
1 ered many lives, weakned both Kingdomes, 
and prepared them to have been a prey to a Forraigne 

or fleet, if the Lord had not been then mercifull 
(as he hath been wonderfull ſince) to both Nations, 
1n making them come together at that time e 
mmer, tor the diſcovering of the miſtake , the 
authors thereof, and making the Nobility and Gen- 
ery of England, who were pro ected to be our deſſoy- 
ers , to be interceſſors and dealers for obtaining his 
Majelyes co ent to a Generall . Aſſembly: and Par- 
which was all our deſire, as the onely meanes 
to remedy the cvils of our Church and State; 
Wherein we had this great contentment , that hi 
Majeſtie and our Brethren of England being Latif.

and ſo providemt, as to take the beſt courſe we can for

themſelves any way ingaged to avenge the miſchiefe, 
which thoſe may forte upon themſelves, bur rather 
to puniſh the wickedneſſe of thoſe who labours to 
ſeparate from them, the eſpeciall and ſureſt part of 
their ſtrength, if they were not invaded by Forraigne 
enemies; we may juſtly ſay 0 the ſureſt) for as we hold 
that no obligation binderh o faſt as that of Religion, 
ſo doe thole who are contrary to our Religion hold 
the ſame;and as that maxime doth make them hold 
faſt together, ſhould not likewiſe all good Chriſti- 
ans and Partiots in this Ille, labour to maintaine 
love and friendship among our ſelves, and with the 
Proteſtants about us; ſhould we not be ſtirred up

and motioned upon the nick of ſome Calumnious 
Information of our proceeding ain Parliament, made in 
the Counſell of Euygland( wherein the Relator ſhew- 
ed more wit in framing a report acceptable to ſome 
great Auditors, then honeſt love to his Countrey, 

which he offered as an atonement to the diſpleaſure 


concei ved againſt himſelfe, and threatning his rue)

miſed to us; that new Fortifications are made, and 
great Garriſans are kept in Barwicke and Carieill , 
whereby a great mark of ſuſpicion is put upon us his 
Majeſties own people, the like nat being done in pla- 
ces of greater imporeance]ying more obnoxious to For- 
raigne invaſion: and rather then that note of defigence 
heart-burning ſhould lie us, our Commiſſio- 
ners offered that the States of Scotland ſhould be ob- 
liged to furniſh upon the ſhorreſt advertiſement 600.

— 4 all duties then betwixt 50. and 60. mn, 


' where now they numerously exceed the ſame » 
whereof ſome part are frangers expresly againſt an 


actof Parliaments that no ſtranger ſhould be in any 
Fort of this Kingdome having fitted themſelves 
for Toading the "Towne with proviſion of 


combuftible materials ,. for Fire-worke, Granadoes, and 
great Por Picces, formerly unuſefull in that place, and 
no way fit for defence of the Town of 55 
(for which that Caſtle was ſpecially appointed) but 
ſerving onely to burzeand deſtroy the lame. That 
Dumbartane allo is wholly provided with ſtrangers 
againſt the a# of Parliament. Oathes are ſtill exatted 
of Scotch men travelers in England and Ireland , and 
from thoſe of no other Nation. Diſorders remaine 
ſtill in the Countrey within, and nothing done for 
the inteſtine peace thereof great troubles and preju- 
dice by the Copper-money , once called downe by 
the Counſell, and then raiſed againe within ſixe 
dayes, E being loath to accept them going at ſix 
times the vallue , and under pretence of them foure 
times as many falſe ones chned by Tinkers , and 
brought into the Countrey , which are worth no- 
thing at all: Ana laſtly, the worke of diviſion is dili- 
gent J laboured for among us, but we thank G o D 
with leſſe ſucceſſe then the laſt yeate when great 
farties were promiſed 8 our ehm (which **
